Is Key to Peace of World, 


Cooperation With Other 
Nations in Economic 


Sanctions of League Pro- 
tocol Urged by Speaker. 


‘Wellesley, Mass., December 15.— 
America, by her economic and finan- 
cial power, holds the key to world 
security against war, Edward A. Fi- 
lene, of Boston, said in an address 
tonight at the annual meeting here of 
the Society to Eliminate the Economic 
Causes of War. 

“If this country will say to the 


other nations that in the event of the’ 


adoption of the Geneva protocol to 
outlaw war she will co-operate in the 
economic and financial 
against an aggressor nation, that will 
bring the other nations into line and 
insure the success of the first real 
effort of the world to find a substi- 
tute for war.” he said. “All we need 
is to pass legislation to withhold war 
materials, food or loans from any 
power which breaks the peace with- 
out first submitting its case to the 
world court or to arbitration. 
“America would not be required to 
join in military sanctions against a 
nation that resorted to aggressive war. 
Military sanctions would be furnished 
by Europe in case of need, as an act 
of self-interest. The important thing 
for us in America to remember is 
that the league of nations cannot stop 
war by economic and financial] actions 
unless the United States cooperates. 
Declaring that enlightened self-in- 
terest demands American cooperation 
in the effort to substitute arbitration 
and disarmament for war, Mr. Filene 
said: 
“Unless Europe works unimpeded, 
Furope cannot buy our surpluses. 
Tinless her currencies are stabilized, 
Europe cannot work. There can be 
no stabilization unless military ex- 
penditures can be greatly reduced. 
Military expenditures can be reduced 
only if there is adequate 
against war. The protocol is the best 
plan yet devised to assure security 
and make possible the reduction of 
armaments. But the protocol cannot 
he effective without sanctions to pun- 
ish lawbreakers. The sure basis for 
American business prosperity is ad- 
herence of the United States to the 
permanent court of international jus- 
tice, and joining with other nations In 
applying economic and financial kane 
tions against an aggressor nation.

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OF ARMY TRAINING 


Washington, December 13.—Far- 
reaching changes in the system of 
training the regular army, the national 
guard, organized reserves and other 
components of the military establish- 
ment have been worked out by the 
general staff and incorporated in new 
structions issued to corps area com- 
manders. 

The new policy will be invoked Jan- 
uary 1 and will be tested throughout 
the year 1925. It is based upon emer- 
gency mobilization plans intended pri- 
marily to give troops training in peace 
time. 

So that the regular army may be 
brought to a higher degree of efficien- 
cy itself and thus act as a more effec- 
tive training body for the national 
guard, organized reserves and other 
branches during the summer instruc- 
tion periods, the orders to corps area 


j}commanders direct that certain regu- 


lar units be relieved from time to time 
from such assignments so they may 
train themselyes while other units take 
up the instruction work. 

In place of the usual two weeks’ in- 
tensive instruction given the organized 
reserves in summer camps, if is or- 
dered that training for them be con- 
ducted throughout the year by attach- 
ing reserve officers and men to duty 
for specified periods with regular units 
at regular posts. 

This modification of training plans, 
it is said, will have the effect of re- 
ducing the number of camps opened 
each year for organized reserve in- 
struction. 

It is planned to give national guard 
units all instructions possible in ar- 
moery work during the winter and de- 
vote the time in summer camps almost 
exclusively to field work and combat 
problems. Divisional organizations of 
the guard are to be trained in division- 
al maneuvers at least once in each 
furee years,

Repeatedly Marconi and his two as- 
sistunts heard the letter clearly and 
unmistakably.

The wonder that 
Marconi should have succeeded at all 
with the apparatus then available. He 
was obliged to contend with baffling 
atmospheric conditions. The fluctu- 
ations of the kite, the change in ele- 
vations, and the lack of sensitiveness 
of the receiving set all contributed to 
his difficulties, 

The apathy and indifference of the 
publie following the announcement of 
the first trans-Atlantic transmission 
seems almost incredible. No question 
was raised at the time to the fact 
ihat the feat had actually been accom- 
plished. ‘The position of Marconi in 
the scientific world carried conviction. 
The general impression was that the 
transmission of signals without wires 
across the Atlantic could have no prac- 
tical value,

“Hundreds of them practice niedicine 
and dentistry, and become nurses, al- 
most 16,000 serving as Red Cross 
nurses in the volunteer association. 
Great numbers of them teach a pro- 
fession formerly for men only. 

“In the field of politics they become 
important members of the different 
parties. Those with less education 
serve as conductors on busses, as tel- 
ephone girls, factory girls, and in va- 
rious other capacities. 

‘*The Japanese women are quiet, 
sweet and gentle, which makes them 
admirably suited for nursing. 

“They are ready to clasp hands with 
their American sisters, and learn of 
all things pertaining to soul and the 
world, though their 
American girl is that they 
and use paint. 

“Painting. they consider ag evi- 
dence of ‘fishing for a husband,’ 
which Japanese girls never do.”’

A Desert Water Works 


“Interference with the water supply 
of Los Angeles by a mob of ranchers 
who turned water out of the aqueduct 
in the Owens Valley, 200 miles north 
of the city, brings back into the news 
one of the most spectacular engineer- 
achievements in America,” says 
a bulletin from the Washington, LD. 
C., headquarters of the national geo- 
graphical society. 

“The econstryction of New York's 
mammoth new waterworks 
a greater amount of labor and 
pense,” continues the bulletin, 
the dramatie element of conquerin 
desert was lacking. Even the 
gineering adventures of the old 
mans in bringing the water 
for their cities in great arched 
was surprassed in the construction of 
the huge conduit that snakes its way 
for 250 miles to divert a river across 
the desert, through mountains and 
over and under canyons that the resi 
dents of a great city in a land of lit- 
tle rainfall may have abundant water. 

River Was Going to Waste. 

“In 1905 when Los

It is doubtful if any theatrical en- 


as “White Cargo,” which is booked as, 
the next attraction at the Atianta | 
theater. The three-day engagement |

Christmas day—which falls on Thurs- | 
day—and the production will remain | 
for the balance of the week, with reg- | 
ular matinee on Saturday, giving five | 
performances for local theater-goers

An unusual feature about the com- 
pany coming here is the fact that two 
leading ladies are carried, playing al- 
ternate performances. The reason 
advanced for this is that the char- 
acter portrayed makes such exhaustive 
demands onathe actress, both as to 
depiction and makeup, that it is too 
much of a strain for one actress to 
handle the part for every perfor- 
ance. 

“White Cargo” described as a 
play which portrays life under un- 
usual circumstances in qa manner truer 
and rawer than the stage has ever 
seen before. One critic declared that 
“it treats two portentous themes with | 
a stark realism that holds a redemp- | 
tive cleanliness in its pitiless veracity, | 
Practically all who have seen it can- 
not help comparing it with “Rain,” 
recently seen at the Atlanta, but it is ;

This temptaion is personified 
in the person of Tondoleve, a_ half- 
breed woman, half. French and half 
African.

N HUNTING musk-oxen and 
polar bear in the far north 
our dogs deserve all the 
credit. When game is sighted 
these powerful animals fairly 
whirl us through space. Thin 

ice, rough ice, deep snows, pressure 
ridges, steep hill and deep gullies are 
all taken on the jump and with appar- 
entease. They land us on the ground 
ready for action, within easy rifle 
range and in no real danger. Shoot- 
ing musk-oxen is like shooting sheep. 
To kill a polar bear surrounded by 
dogs cannot be called sport. 


Summer hascome. The sun is high 
in the heavens in its six months’ an- 
nual circle. The cliffs are swarming 
with birds. The fiords are fairly 
vibrating with the whirring of wings, 
The waters are alive with eider ducks, 
old squaws, gulls and brant. The 
harbor ice is breaking into big pans 
any drifting off toward the south. 
Mingling with the melodious mating 
cry of the eiders and the musical call 
of the old squaws we hear the discor- 
dant note of the giant walrus, the real 
fighter of the north and the only 
really dangerous animal. The dogs 
are at rest stretched at full length in 
the warm sun along the bank of the 
brook. Their work for the year is 
over. We must now go it alone with- 
out the aid of these faithful servitors. 


The walrus meets you on equal 
grounds. You are to put all your 
training, your experience, your skill, 
your strength and your head against 
an animal which is king in his native 
element; and the Eskimo does this in 
a paper-thin skin kayah, 18 feet long, 
20 inches wide and 9 inches deep! 

When I recall my exciting hunting 
experiences, my first thrill should 
come first. In 1908 the S. S. Roose- 
velt, under the command of R. E. 
Feary, was in Inglefield gulf in search 
of meat for our 250 dogs. A large 
pan of ice was sighted covered with 
walrus sound alseep in the sun. I was 
ordered to take charge of one of the 
whaleboats, take George Borup and 
Bosun Murphy as assistants, and with 
an Eskimo crew attack the herd. Be- 
ing a novice at this kind of sport and 
unfamiliar with the extremely difficult 
Eskimo language, I was a bit per- 
plexed as to just what course to pur- 
sue to get results. 


HE FOUR Eskimos placed their 
harpoons, killing trons, floats, 
drags and lines in the boat.. We tum- 
bled in, were lowered away to the 
water’s edge, unhooked tackles, and 
rowed toward the pan. When within 
one hundred yards, one or two old 
buils lifted their heads-and sleepily 
looked us over. 
Making signs to Murphy to take the

steering bar, I made my way quietly 
between the rowing Eskimos toward 
the bow, clutching my 351 Winches- 
{er automatic. I crouched down be- 
side Borup, who was nervously cork- 
ing and uncorking his high-powered 
Sauer. To our astonishment, w2 
reached within twenty yards and yet 
not a movement. I motioned to the 
Eskimos. to take in their oars and get 
their harpoons ready. Murphy was 
now quietly sculling the boat forward. 
Our twenty yards had now shortened 
to fifteen—ten—five! 

I had reasoned that I must place 
the natives within throwing distance 
of their harpoons. They were ejac- 


ered Sauer had apparently killed on 
the spot. 

The boat now had her nose against 
the ice, and so close to several of the 
great dark-brown hairless bodies that 
I might easily have touched them witb 
Heavens, what a rumpus 
Everything was now 
in motion, and the air filled with 
Larks, grunts and Eskimo jargon. 
Murphy was yelling at the top of his 
voice, ‘‘King-a-mut! King-a-mut!”’ 
“Back her! back her!’ Two of the 
natives were endeavoring to do this. 
The other two were mixed up in coils 
of rawhide lines, drags and inflated 
seal skins.

Our only Eskimo word 
was “‘ib-li’~—you. This we whispered 
with a good deal of stress. They 
shook their long black hair with an 
emphatic “naga Ibli!”—"‘No; you.” 

In the meantime the sleeping fam- 
ily was stirring. One who looked like 
the father of all lifted his great head 
and tusks and critically examined the 
approaching boat. It was very evi- 
dent that the natives wanted us to 
begin shooting. : 

“Take the big one on the left, 
George; I’il take the one on the edge 
of the pan, right,’’ 1 whispered excit- 
edly. We fired together. Mine drop- 
ped his big head with a thud on the 
ice. “Got him!” yelled Borup, refer- 
ring to his own, which the high-pow-

Two big bulls lunged out of the 
water and hooked their tusks over 
the rail of the boat under our rifle 
barrels. Borup stuck his rifle almost 
into the mouth of one and pulled the 
trigger. With a gurgle he dropped 


back and disappeared. As if an alarm 
retreat note had been sounded, €very 
head, tusk and back was_gone. An 


almost weird stillness followed. The 
blood-stained waters subsided. 

We looked at each other in aston- 
ishment. What next, was our ques- 
tion. Was this merely a momentary 
cessation of hostilities or were the 
forces gathering for a renewed at- 
tack? 

Two hundred yards away the herd 
broke water, looking back over their 
choulders and fairly tearing away from 
the scene of battle. The leaders had 
been killed; the mob had weakened. 

Four had been harpooned as the 
four bobbing floats indicated. Three 
others, badly wounded, were swim- 
ming in circles, endeavoring to keep 
their heads gbove water. Quick work 
by our Eskimos doubled up the floats 
in the walrus. The wounded were 
harpooned and shot. We waved our 
hats to the Roosevelt, which lay well 
to leeward. 


HE skilled Eskimo walrus hunter 
has received his training from 
boyhood. He was in the kayax 
almost before he could walk, held ia 
his father’s lap. He has been at home 
in this frail boat from the age of 8. 
He began by darting birds with a small 
light spear. The day came when he 
harpooned his first seal, an unsuspect- 
ing baby seal playing on the surface 
of the glassy fiord. Later he at- 
tempted the watchful square flipper 
and failed and failed again. But at 
last this too was-added to his list, and 
now remained the white whale, the 
narwhal, and the most difficult of all, 
the walrus; difficult because of the 
many precautions to be observed, be- 
cause of the uncertainty as to just 
what this animal will do, and because 
of the strength demanded to hurl the 
harpoon, dragging its rawhide rope 
from a sitting posture with sufficient 
force to bury the cutting point deep 
enough through the thick skin into 
the flesh. 

Can a white man do this without 
the preparatory years of training? 
Can a white man settle down in the 
north, support his family, and whai is 
more difficult, feed his dogs? 

Hitherto I had followed the Eski-

where the daughter of Rumania’s roy- 
alty has failed. Her ability to adapt 
herself better to the rugged and some- 
times rather uncouth requirements of 
Jugo-Slavian life is believed to have 
played an important part in the re- 
cent elevation of her husband, Prince 
Paul, of Serbia, to the post Of viceroy 
of Croatia. 

The creation of this vice regency 
is the first step toward the decen- 
tralization of Jugo-Slavia—a move- 
ment that may ultimately result in its 
Separation into more separate states 
than existed before the war. ‘ 

At any rate, Prince Paul and his 
bride are to hold court at Agram, and 
the chances are that their little son 
will some day be the heir to more 
power than the crown prince of Jugo- 
Slavia, whose first birthday was cele- 
piated the other day under most in- 
auspicious Conditions. 

The unpopularity of Queen Ma- 
rioara dates from the time betore her 
marriage when she insisted that the 
royal palace in Belgrade must be mod- 
ernized before sve could consent to 
ccme there as a bride. -She and her 
mother, Queen Marie, of Rumania, 
were shocked by the lack of coni- 
torts and modern conveniences pr J- 
vided in Belgrade’s home for royalty. 

“More bathtubs or no wedding 
bells,’’ is said to have been the sub- 
Stance of the ultimatum that issued 
from the palace at Bucharest. And 
Alexander, very much in love witn 
Princess Marie and eager to do every- 
thing he could to safeguard her hap- 
piness, readily agreed to make the 
necessary improvements. 
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Little Crown Prince Peter’s future is not as bright as # would be if his mother 
had the affection and trust of her subjects 


UT -the populace of Jugo-Slavia 
was not at all pleased when it 
heard of the Rumanian ultimatum 
and the expense to which Alexander 
had put the royal treasury to meet it.

Even the birth of a little heir to 
the throne was unable to check the 
popular resentment against the 
gueen. The general holiday that was 
Geclared a few weeks ago when tha 
young prince reached his first birtn- 
day and was christened was a sad and 

ominous affair. 

Instead of Belgrade giving itself 
cver to a joyous celebration the city 
vas full of sullen grutbling and dis- 
content. The spirit of the throngs 
that filled the streets was not one that 
augured well for the success of the 
government, 

King Alexander and his advisers 
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evidently were in fear of serious dis- 
turbaices. They kept on duty 
throughout the day more troops than 
Belgrade has seen since the war. 

The main avenues leading to the 
cathedral where the christening took 
place were lined with regiments of 
infantry wearing their trench helmets. 
All the side streets were full of artii- 
lery and machine guns, ready for in- 
stant action. 


To harmonize the discordant el2- » 


ments that make up Jugo-Slavia is 2 
task difficult enough under any con- 
ditions for young King Alexander, and 
it is being made all the harder by the 
unpopularity of his young wife. The 
more she has.tried to win the hearts 
of her subjects the more trouble slic 
has caused her husband. Whatever 
King Alexander makes are generally 
blamed on the evil influence of hts 
bride and her mother. 

At last things have reached such a 
pass that it seems impossible to hold 
the nation together in the form orig- 
inally planned. The first step toward 
decentralization and perhaps the ulfti- 
mate separation of the country into 
several separate states is the appoint- 
ment of Prince Paul, of Serbia, as 
viceroy of Croatia. The prince is 2 
first cousin of the king and the next 
to the 12-months-old Crown 
Peter in the line of succession to the 
throne. 


RINCE Paul’s bride is the former 
Princess Olga, of Greece, « 
daughter of the widowed former 
Queen Sophia and a niece of the ex- 
kaiser. Either because she really is 
more tactful or because of some odd 
popular whim she is as well liked a3 
Queen Marioara is distinctly disliked, 
and her popularity is proving a great 
asset to her husband. 

Many think that Prince Paul’s little 
son, born in England last summer and 
christened ¢here, will some day in- 
herit a far more important and more 
and more strongly established throne 
than his cousin, Crown Prince Peter. 

Some of those who are familia 
with the life of the Rumanian cour. 
and with the marked contrast it pre- 
sents to that of the royal palace in 
Belgrade believe that poor Queen 
Marioara is more to be pitied* than 
blamed. No young woman, they in- 
sist, could adapt herself ot Such.a rad- 
ical change in environment in so short 
a time. 

In contradiction of this, however, 
it is pointed out that Princess Olga 
is an alien, that she also comes from 
a land where life, in spite of frequent 
revolutions, is lived with considerably 
more regard for refinement and Cul- 
“ture than in primitive Jugo-Slavia. 

Yet Princess olga is held in almost 
as much favor as if she were a native 
Jugo-Slavian, while Queen Marioara 
is held in hatred and suspicion and 
regarded as the worst of trouble- 
makers.

HE dirigible ZR-3, on her way 
over from Germany, encoun- 
tered three storms. That she 
got here was, in a way, a 
lucky accident under the cir- 
cumstances. For she was 

filled with hydrogen, one of the most 
inflammable of gases, and it was mere 
chance that lightning did not strike her. 

Only a few weeks ago, it will be re- 
membered, a U. S. army “blimp”’ as- 
cended ahead of a thunderstorm and 
directly in its path, to make meteoro- 
logical observations. As might have 
been expected, it was struck by light- 
ning and burned. The pilot and his 
companion, a weather bureau profes- 
sor, lost their lives. 

A thunderbolt was not required: All 
that was needed to do the mischief was 
a single electric spark, the blimp being 
filled with hydrogen. ‘The same re- 
mark applies to the huge dirigible 
ZR-3, valued at $2,500,000 and car- 
rying 30-odd human being. 
would have been enough to convert the 
airship into a sudden mass of flame, in- 
cinerating the men on board of her be- 
fore she could fall, a mass of twisted 
wreckage, into the ocean. 

Speaking in terms of physics, the 
ZR-3, swimiming far aloft in the air, 
was to all intents and purposes an ar- 
tificial cloud. Other clouds, real ones, 
heavily charged with electricity, were 
hovering in her neighborhood. If a 
bolt of lightning had passed from one 
of them to the balloon, it would have 
been the most natural thing in the 
world: 
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commonly believed to be a supernatu- 
ral phenomenon until Franklin, by his 
kite experiment, proved that it was 
merely atmospheric electricity. 


Three years before Franklin had 
amused himself at home wiih ingenious 
tricks, one of which made use of what 
he called artificial clouds. These were 
tubes of pasteboard ten feet long and 
a foot in diameter, covered on the out- 
side with gold paper, electrified, and 
hung from the ceiling by silk threads, 
to insulate them. 


He found that an electrified ‘“‘cloud” 
of this pattern could give a sharp shock 
to the knuckle of a hand approached 
to it. Ifa blunt piece of metal, such as 
an iron bolt, was brought within three 
inches of it, there would be a violent 
discharge, with a sharp crack or snap. 
But it could be silently discharged, 
without shock, if a needle, held by a 
person standing on the floor, was 
brought within 12 inches of it. 

That being the case, the idea oc- 
curred to Franklin that a real cloud, 
consisting of 100 acres, say, of electri- 
fied particles of moisture, might very 
well be able to deliver to the earth a 
great discharge of electricity across a 
wide atmospheric interyal—a supposi- 
tion accounting for ‘‘thunderbolts” of 
disastrous effect. If so, then safety 
for a building might be obtained by 
substituting for the needle a long rod 
of iron running into the: ground—the 
lightning rod. 

The expert electrician of today 
thinks nothing of generating and dis- 
charging a bolt of artificial lightning at 
1,000,000 volis. 

@ is a perfectly accurate imitation of 

lightning, on a very small scale, 
however, for the voltage of a lightning 
flash may run into hundreds of mil- 
lions. 

How remarkable it seems that this 
same ‘‘mysterious fluid’’ (as it used to 
be called) is today supplied in measured 
quantities to cur houses for lighting, 
Operating fans, heating, and even cook- 
ing. 

The current ordinarily supplied by 
electric light companies for domestic 
use iS, Of Course, at a low voltage— 
about 120. Nevertheless, it is dan- 
gerous, and may even kill if careless- 
ly handled. For instance, every now 
and then a person incautious enough 
to handle a portable electric device 
while in a bath tub is shocked to death. 
In such a case the danger is increased 
by the circumstance that a large sur- 
face of the body Is in contact with the 
conducting water. 

An electric vibrator should never be 
used by a person in a bath tub. While 
in the tub it is imprudent to touch any 
part of an electric cord or fixture. Elec- 
tric fixtures in a bathroom should be so 
placed as to be out of reach of any- 
body who may be touching the tub or 
radiator. 

The idea is to avoid completing an 
electrical circuit through the body. A 
circuit 1s completed, with consequent 
danger, if one part of the body comes 
in contact with the circuit while an- 
other part touches a conducting sur- 
face, such as plumbing or a radiator. 

Before touching any electric switch 
or portable cord, one should see that 
he is not at the same time standing on,

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leaning against, or otherwise in con- 
tact with a plumbing fixture, a bath 
tub, or a radiator. Prudence suggests 
the use of only one hand in handling 
anv electrical. device. 

It is the belief of the U. S. weather 
bureau experts that not even the most 
vivid lightning flash, though fairly 
blinding and followed by an appalling 
crash of thunder, signifies the passage 


of a very great quantity of electricity; 
but what does pass is at enormously 
high voltage, which is a term of inten- 
ity. 

To measure the diameter of a 
“streak of lightning’ would seem to 
be one of the least possible things im- 
aginable; yet it isnot so. Such measure- 
ments, plenty of them, are furnished by 
the thunderbolts themselves,

The French dirigible Dixmude, mys- 
teriously destroyed while returning 
from Africa to France and believed 
to have been the victim of a lightning 
bolt which exploded the inflammable 
hydrogen in its gas bag. The ZR-3 
came near a similar fate when it pass- 
ed through three thunder storms on 
its recent voyage from Germany to 
the United States 


\ HEN one of them happens to 
_Y strike loose sand, it penetrates 
for some distance, and so fuses by heat 
the silica in the sand as fo form, after 
cooling, a glass-like tube. Such a tube, 
dug out of the sand, is called a “‘fulgu- 
rite.” It is, in effect, a cast of the 
lightning bolt. 

There are localities in the sandy 
wastes of Cape Charles where such 
lightning tubes may be dug up in num- 
bers. Why so many? Nobody knows. 
But the local occurrence of such tubes 


so thickly is a sufficient disproof of the 
long-accepted notion that lightning 
rarely strikes twice in the same place. 


In further evidence of the same fact 
may be cited the case of the statue of 
Armed Freedom, on the dome of the 
capitol at Washington, which has been 
struck by lightning -dozens of times, 
with some damage on occasions. She 


is, however, protected from serious in- 


jury by an elaborate defense gf light- 
ning rods. The Eiffel Tower in Paris 
is a favorite target for thunderbolts. 

The notion that lofty objects, such 
as church steeples, “‘aitract’’ lightning, 
is not correct. They merely offer easy 
and inviting paths for @lectrical dis- 
charges to follow in their passage from 
clouds to’the earth. The voltage (in- 
tensity) of such a discharge is so tre- 
mendous that it may easily tear a tree 
to pieces or kill a man. - 

We are all of us familiar with fogs, 
and ofttimes have walked about in 
them. - A storm cloud is simply a mass 
of thick fog floating in the sky. ‘It 
may weigh several million tons, being 
composed of minute droplets of water 
(each of of which has a particle of dust 
as a nucleus), and the droplets indi- 
vidually are more or less electrified. 
This being explained, it will be under- 
stood how such a cloud may carry a 
great charge of electricity. 

The cloud is thus in a condition to 
release electricity to another cloud that 
approaches it and which carries a less 
charge. When we see that happen we 
call it a flash of lightning. But sup- 
pose that, instead of another cloud, a 
huge.-dirigible balloon, such as the 
ZR-3, comes near. What then? 

ne flash; that is enough to destroy 
the balloon. But not so if the balloon 
is filled with helium, which is a gas that 
will not under any circumstances burn. 

Strangest of all electrical phenomena 
is “ball lightning,’’ which is today as 
much a mystery to science as to the 
everyday citizen. Occasionally during 
a great storm balls of living electric 
fire appear, flying about or rolling on 
the ground, and they explode with vio- 
lence and loud detonations. How are 
thev to be explained? 


VFYNHEY need a whole lot of explain- 


ing, surely. When the great tor- 
nado of May, 1886, struck St. Louis, 


the whirling funnel cloud cutting a 


swath through the city, all the street 
lights went out. and hugs balls of elec- 
tric fire played about the streets. 

In the atmosphere is apparently 
stored an illimitable and inexhaustible 
supply of electrical power, available for 
use by man, if only he can find out how 
to draw upon it. 

The weather bureau man sits at a 
table in a room and observes the move- 
ments of an aluminum needle which is 
connected with the piano wire string 
of a box-kite sent up outside to an 
elevation of a mile or more. Though

What Science Has 
Learned About 
Lightning 
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attempting to improve upon Franklin’s 
method of drawing lightning from the 
clouds, sent up.a kite from a window 
of his house during a storm. All at 
once there appeared in the room where 
he was sitting a large ball of bluish- 
white fire, which exploded with a re- 
port like a cannon. The professor was 
instantly killed, while the house was 
filled with fumes described as ‘“‘sul- 
phurous,”’ 

Apparently such fire balls repre- 
sent a highly concentrated form of 
electricity. That is sufficiently shown 
by the violence with which they ex- 
plode. But what causes the concen- 
tration? Of what consistency are they, 
and why do they burst? 

The weather.bureau says that about 
350 people in this country are killed 
by lightning in an average year. Of 
every three persons struck two survive 
and recover. 

Statistics show that danger from 
lightning is five times greater in the 
country than in the city. This rela- 
tive immunity in cities is due to metal 
soofs, well-groundeé water pipes in 
houses and to the protective network 
of overhead electric wires.
